“*T want a bondsman,’ he said. 

“*I can’t do anything about that,’

“I tald him I couldn't accept such 
a proposal as that. ‘If you are not 
guilty,’ I said, ‘you will not need a 
bond, and if you are indicted, the 
matter of bond will be up to the 
Circuit Attorney and the courts. We 
want to eliminate you or connect 
you with the case. So far, every- 
thing points to you.’ 

“"T know it does,’ he said.

Martineau then told of Gerk’s ar- 
rival, of the coming of Walter Swo- 
boda, and the raising of contradic- 
tions, by Swoboda ,of some details 
of Ellis’ story as to his movements, 
which was followed by Ellis’ state- 
ment that “I did it,” an dhis formal 
confession. 

Ellis’ Confession Read to Jury at 
Night Session. 

At last night’s session, beginning 
at 6:30 o'clock, the original confes- 
sion was read to the jury by Spe- 
cial Prosecutor O’Brien, while Po- 
lice Lieutenant Gerk was on the 
stand, his cross-examination not hav- 
ing been completed. After this, 
Lieut. Gerk was again questioned 
about slapping Ellis during the 
course of the youth's statement at 
the police station. 

An effort by William Maffitt Bates, 
Ellis’ lawyer, to show that Gerk had 
used profane language in the hearing 
of girl telephone operators, was pre- 
vented by a ruling of the Court. Gerk 
had testified to slapping Ellis be- 
cause Ellis swore within the hearing 
of a girl operator. 

Bates asked to have Gerk and E!- 
lis stand back to back to compare 
their size, but Judge Hartmann said 
that was unnecessary. Gerk is much 
larger than Ellis. 

Lieut. Gerk said Walter Swoboda 
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of 4601 Natural Bridge avenue, who 
had confronted Ellis in refutation of 
the prisoner’s statement before Ellis 
confessed, wag present when Ellis 
said, “I did it.” Then he said that 
Swoboda was out of the room_at that 
time, but could see and hear what 
was going on from the next room. 

Tells of Changes in Statement. 

Bates questioned Gerk about the 
method of taking notes when Ellis 
made his first statement of the 
crime, and asked the witness to ex- 
plain differences in the color of typ- 
ing on the copy of the original con- 
fession which was in evidence. An 
explanation was given. 

“Did you make any changes in the 
notes?" Bates asked. 

“Just what Ellis told us to,” said 
Gerk. ‘We made additions about 
such points as his stumbling over 
the brick pile, cleansing his hands 
and throwing his handkerchief in the 
sewer. 

‘You made no suggestions to 
him ?” 

“I questioned him." 

Gerk added@ that no one, to his 
knowledge, had abused Ellis or made 
any promises to him. 

‘“Ljeutenant, did you testify previ- 
ously that Ellis told you, ‘If I sign 
this confession you won't look for 
anyone else, will you?’” 

“I did.”

Canadian Describes 

Naval Balloonists as 

“Dr. Cooks of the Air” 
OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 13. 
RATTAN O'LEARY of the 
G Ottawa Journal] staff sent to 
his newspapers yesterday 
the following from Mattice: 

“What might have been a tri- 
umphal return from an epic ad- 
venture has, in the arrival of 
the United States naval officers, 
Hinton, Kloor and Farrell, de- 
generated into one of the most 
sordid episodes of which the 
naval annals of any country 
have record. 

“Yesterday, Mattice, and, in- 
deed, half the world, waited to 
hail the aviators upon their re- 
turn from what was thought to 
be a heroic exploit in the inter- 
ests of the navy and of science. 

““Today—the thing that stands 
out about the flight and its con- 
sequences, are these: 

“That the men left the Rocka- 
way Point, New York, with no 
definite serious object but (to 
quote Lieut. Farrell) for ‘justa 
little hop for us three; that 
they left New York with a sup- 
ply of gas that was defective; 
that they made no discovery 
that will contribute in the 
slightest toward knowledge of 
meteoroligcal science; that at 
least two of the officers were 
anxious to commercialize the 
adventure, and upon their ar- 
rival here yesterday Lieuts. Hin- 
ton and Farrell, forgetting that 
they were officers and supposed 
to be gentlemen, brawled with 
the abandon of drunken sail- 
ors. The plain truth is that 
one cannot come in contact or 
converse with Hinton, Kloor 
and Farrell, without concluding 
that they are ‘Dr. Cooks of the 
air.” 

“Had it not been for the cor- 
respondents the encounter be- 
tween Farrell and Hinton might 
have been more serious. As it 
was, big Jim Clauson of the New 
York World stepped between the 
assailant and assailed and re- 
minded them that they were of- 
ficers in the service of the coun- 
try and that they must behave 
like men. 

“What the outcome of the en- 
tire episode will be is not yet 
clear, but, seeing what is taking 
place here, and hearing the 
stories of Hinton, Kloor and 
Farrell, a Canadian cannot help 
thinking that if they were in the 
British service they would be 
hauled before a courtmartial and 
fined for losing a valuable bal- 
loon.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—An ex- 
periment, now called “The Norfolk 
Idea,” conducted by the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, is being 
much discussed in connection with 


labor troubles, and, it is said, is 
about to be repeated on the Pacific 
Coast. In brief, the Norfolk idea is 
the use of capital assets and credit of 
organized labor in the fight to force 
employers to meet its demands. 

As explained by E. C. Davison, sec- 
retary of the machinists, there was a 
strike in the Crescent Iron Works at 
Norfolk, Va., late in 1920. The labor 
union strategy was simple; the out- 
Standing obligations of the Crescent 
Iron Works were bought up and, con- 
trol thus having been gained, sup- 
port was furnished tnrough extension 
of credit and active disposition of af- 
filated branches of organized labor. 

Davison, who was one of the orig- 
inators of the idea, estimated that 
his association saved more than 
$200,000 cash in that contest, while 
the savings to its members was prob- 
ably double that amount. 

Mortgage on the Plant. 

When the Iron Masters’ Associa- 
tion declared for an open shop in 
the summer of 1920, investigation 
digclosed there was an outstanding 
mortgage of $40,000 on the Crescent 
Works a few days overdue. Davi- 
son, acting for the union, attempted 
to buy up the mortgage, but the bank 
holding it refused to sell.

Among the historic manuscripts, 
of which. photographic copies were 
filed yesterday, is the order written 
by George Washington for the court- 
martial of Maj. John Andre, the 
British officer who was captured 
while on his way to negotiate with 
Benedict Arnold for the treasonable 
surrender of West Point. There also 
is a copy of the remarkable letter 
which Maj. Andre, after being sen- 
tenced, wrote to Washington, im- 
ploring that he be permitted to meet 
death in some way other than by 
hanging. 

The photographic copies of the 
record in the courtmartial of Bene- 
dict Arnold himself also were filed. 
Arnold, of course, was not in custody, 
having fled to the British lines after 
hearing of the capture of Andre. 

Order Issued by Lincoln. 

One of the most interesting photo- 
graphs is that of an order issued by 
President Lincoln, ordering the 
courtmartial of two Major-Generals 
and one Brigadier-General, following 
the Union defeat at the second battle 
of Bull Run. The copy is particular- 
ly interesting as a fine example of 
Lincoln’s laconic and direct style of 
expression. 

Counsel for Henkes, in addition to 
asserting that Federal courts have 
the power to review the proceedings 
of courtsmartial, also have raised a 
point that the entire courtmartial 
proceeding was in violation of the 
rights of a citizen, as guaranteed un- 
der the Constitution. 

The purpose of the Government in 
introducing copies of the records in 
famous courtmartial cases is to show 
tha the Henkes case was handled in 
the same manner—a form which the 
Government claims has been fol- 
since the time of George 


Handwriting Clear and Legible. 

With some exceptions, the copies 
the manuscripts to be 
well prserved. The originals are 
kept in the archives at Washing- 
ton, where they were photographed. 
The handwriting of Washington, 
Andre and Lincoln is particularly 


'clear and legible, with very few ex- 


ceptions. Washington's letter to the 
board of officers ordering the court- 
martial of Maj. Andre follows: 
Headquarters, Tappan, N., 
Sept. 29, 1780. 
Gentlemen: 

Maj. Andre, Adjutant-General 
of the British army, will be 
brought before you for your ex- 
amination. He came within our 
lines in the night on an inter- 
view with Major-General Arnold, 
and in an assumed character; and 
was taken within our lines in a 
disguised habit with a (illegible), 
under a feigned name, and with 
the inologed papers concealed 
upon him. After a careful ex- 
amination you will be pleased, as 
speedily as possible, to report a 
precise state of his case, together 
with your opinion of tbe light in 
which he ought to be considered, 
and the punishment that ought to 
be inflicted. The Judge-Advocate 
will attend to assist in the ex- 
amination, who has sundry other 
papers, relative to this matter, 
which he will lay before the

Andre’s Letter to Washington. 
The findings of the courtmartial 
that Maj. Andre had been taken in 
the act of spying, and sentencing him 
to a spy's death on the gallows, are 
given. Then follows Andre's touch- 
ing letter to Washington, asking to 
be spared from such an ignominious 
mode of Geath. The extraordinary 
courage ana character with which 
history credits the condemned man 
are well tndicated by the firmness 
of his handwriting, Gone under such 
trying circumstances. The letter 
said: 
TAPPAN, the ist Oct., 17890. 
Sir: Buoy’d above the Terror 
of Death by the consciousness of 
a life devoted to honorable pur- 
suite and stained with no action 
that can give me remorse, I trust 
the request I make to Your Excei- 
lency at this serious period, and 
which is to soften my last mo- 
ments, will not be rejected. 
Sympathy towards e soldier wil! 
surely induce Your Excellency and 
a military tribunal to adapt the 
mode of my Geath to the feelings 
of a man of honor. 
Let me hope, sir, that ff aught

Andre’s Appeal Not Heeded. 

Andre’s appeal as history re- 
lattes, was not heeded. Wash- 
ington declined to interfere, and the 
brave British officer was hanged. 
This, an historian remarks, was not 
because Washington failed to sym- 
pathize with Andre—for he later 
said of the execution: “He met his 
fate with that fortitude which was 
to be expected from an accomplished 
manand a gallant officer’’—but 
American affairs were then in a 
desperate state, and Arnold’s treason 
came near to being the death blow 
to the Revolutionary cause. The 
Commander-in-Chief resolved that it 
was no time for clemency. 

No Frills in Lincoln’s Letter. 
Lincoln's plain and direct phrases 

are in marked contrast to the polite 
flourishes with which the revolution- 
ary officers and officials addressed 
each other and subscribed them- 
selves. There are no frills in his in- 
struction ordering the courtmartial 
of three Generals, following the de- 
feat of Pope’s army at the second 
battle of Bull Run, in which the Fed- 
eral forces were ridiculously outgen- 
eraled and beaten by Lee and Jack- 
son. Lincoln’s state of mind over 
this news may be reflected in the 
grim terseness of the order, which 
follows: 
Sept. 5, 18632.

Henkes, the defendant in the pres- 
ent case, had served four years un- 
der Gen. Pershing in the Philippines, 
in Alaska and on the Mexican bor- 
der. When war with Germany was 
declared he asked that his resigna- 
tion be accepted, om the ground that 
his wife and father were born in 
Germany, his mother was of German 
descent, and he had many close rel- 
atives and friends in that country.

It was 
for this that he was courtmartialed. 

He has spent 21 months In prison 
and was released upon a writ of 
habeas corpus, issued by Federal 
Judge Pollock.
